The  first  Little  500 
VJft  race  was  run 

MB  1963.  Many  of  you 

will  recall  that,  until 
1970,  the  race 

vehicles  were  “people-powered” 
contraptions  of  various  types.  Over  the 
past  three  decades,  the  event  has 
evolved  into  a  three  hour  race  over  a 
roughly  1/2  mile  track.  Currently,  many 
aspects  of  the  race  are  closely  regulated, 
such  as  kart  height,  weight,  and  length, 
as  well  as  the  driver’s  uniform.  Standard¬ 
ization  and  controls  combine  to  place 
emphasis  for  success  on  driver  skill,  pit 
crew  competence,  and  team  endurance. 


We  believe  that,  since  1963,  more  than 
1,000  Pumas  have  been  involved  in  the 


Little  500  race  as  drivers,  pit  crew 
members,  track  officials,  and  other 
support  personnel. 

Recently,  Donna  Griffin  Mills  ‘82  shared 
with  me  some  memories  from  Little  500 
races  of  the  early  1980s.  After  a  couple 
of  years  on  the  pit  crew,  Donna  and 
roomate  Peg  Versgrove  ‘82  shared 
driving  of  the  kart  that  won  the  1981  race. 
Donna  and  Peg  were  the  first,  and  are  still 
the  only,  women  to  win  the  Little  500 
race.  Donna  and  Peg  won  the  1981  race 
in  one  of  four  karts  entered  by  a  race 
team  headed  by  Tom  Mills  ‘80,  now 
Donna’s  husband.  The  Mills  still  have 
the  winning  1981  kart.  They  have 
restored  the  kart  for  use  by  their  six 
children. 

I  encourage  those  of  you  who,  like 
Donna,  have  fond  memories  of  Little  500s 
past,  to  come  out  to  the  race  this  year 
and  share  those  stories.  Hope  to  see  you 
there!

Saint  Joseph’s  College  paid  a  fitting  tribute  to  one  of  its  most  loyal 
Pumas,  Phil  Wilhelm  ‘63,  on  October  18th  at  the  Marriott  Hotel  in 
downtown  Indianapolis.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  guests  gathered 
in  support  of  the  event  to  honor  Phil  and  raised  $50,000  to 
establish  an  endowed  scholarship  in  his  name.  It  will  be  awarded 
annually  to  an  Indianapolis  Catholic  high  school  graduate 
choosing  to  attend  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 

Guests  were  entertained  by  a  video  presentation  starring  Phil’s 
friends  and  colleagues  commenting  on  the  impact  he  has  had  on 
their  lives  and  organizations.  The  video  also  included  pictorial 
glimpses  of  Phil’s  life.  Jim  Madden  ‘64,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  served  as  the  evening’s  emcee  and  surprised  Phil  with  a 
mayoral  proclamation  from  Indianapolis  Mayor,  Bart  Peterson, 
declaring  Thursday,  October  18,  2001  “Philip  J.  Wilhelm  Day.’' 
Artist  Mark  Dillman  was  on  hand  to  unveil  an  oil  portrait  of  Phil, 
funded  through  the  generosity  of  The  Walter  E.  and  Mary  C. 

Beyer  Fund.  The  Beyer  Trust  portrait  program  began  in  1976  and 
thus  far,  the  trust  has  funded  over  twenty-nine  portraits  for 
colleges  and  universities  in  Indiana.  The  Wilhelm  portrait  is 
proudly  displayed  in  the  Foyer  of  the  Reverend  Charles  Banet, 
C.PP.S.  Core  Education  Center.  Music  for  the  evening  was 
provided  by  Protocol ,  under  the  artistic  direction  of  Roderick 
Johnson,  husband  of  Keila  Naylor  Johnson  ‘75.

Built  With  a  Lot  of  Help 
From  Our  Friends 


May  quickly  approaches,  and  as  students 

scramble  to  secure  jobs  and  internships  in  a 
shaky  job  market,  a  stronger  emphasis  needs 
to  be  placed  on  networking  skills  and  making  profes¬ 
sional  contacts.  Career  Services  Director  Barb 
Robertson  believes  SJC’s  alumni  pool  is  one  of  the  first 
resources  students  should  use. 

“The  number  one  critical  avenue  for  our  students  is 
networking,  and  networking  is  a  lot  easier  when  it’s  an 
[alumnus  or  alumna]  contact,”  she  stated. 

To  make  that  pool  more  readily  available  to  stu¬ 
dents,  Robertson  has  organized  job  fairs,  encouraged 
alumni  to  represent  their  places  of  employment,  arranged 
individuals  to  make  career-related  presentations  on 
campus,  and  created  a  network  that  allows  students  to 
locate  former  Pumas  and  ask  them  questions  about 
finding  work  in  a  similar  field. 

In  most  cases,  alumni  are  more  than  willing  to 
participate  in  such  events. 

Peggy  (McLeish)  Gellert  ‘98  is  currently  employed 
by  the  Indiana  Senate  and  working  in  the  Senate 
Democrat  Media  and  Legislative  Services  Office  in 
Indianapolis.  She  attended  the  College’s  career  fair  in 
November  in  order  to  promote  internship  positions  the 
General  Assembly  has  to  offer. 

“I’ve  seen  what  incredible  career  opportunities 
[this  internship  position]  opened  up  for  former  interns 
and  was  hoping  to  offer  that  to  SJC  students,”  she 
explained. 

Robertson  believes  that  attitudes  similar  to  Gellert’s 
are  crucial;  because  of  its  small  size  and  limited  budget, 
SJC  counts  on  alumni  to  donate  their  time  to  events  that 
provide  students  with  career  and  networking  opportuni¬ 
ties. 

“The  College  doesn’t  have  a  lot  of  recruiting 
companies  on  campus,  and  alumni  should  serve  as 
cheerleaders  for  their  companies,  and  as  connections  for 
students,”  she  said. 

However,  career  fairs  aren’t  the  only  activities  in 
which  alumni  can  involve  themselves. 

Last  semester,  for  Robertson’s  Career  and  Job 
Planning  class,  three  alumni  paid  a  visit  to  her  classroom 
and  made  presentations  on  career-related  topics.  Dan 
Ulvila  ‘99,  a  Senior  Consultant  with  Software  Architects, 
presented  on  the  topic  of  making  the  transition  from 
college  to  career. 

“I  think  it  went  over  pretty  well,”  he  said.  “[And] 
I’ve  been  in  touch  with  other  professors  about  doing 
computer  science  presentations.” 

Which  is  exactly  what  Robertson  wants. 

“From  a  developmental  standpoint,  students  really 
respond  well  to  seeing  alumni  come  back,  hearing  their 
experiences,  what  they  did  after  graduation,  and  how 
they  got  to  where  they  are  now,”  she  commented.

For  the  next  academic  year,  Robertson  is  hoping 
to  create  some  new  programs  that  would  allow  for  more 
interaction  between  students  and  alumni. 

“I’ve  planned  an  etiquette  dinner  for  March  14,” 
she  said.  “Alumni  will  sponsor  a  table,  sit  with  a  table 
full  of  students,  and  talk  about  careers  and  ‘the  real 
world.’” 

Following  the  dinner  will  be  a  style  show,  where 
alumni  will  serve  as  commentators  and  evaluate  student 
models,  who  will  be  dressed  in  interview-appropriate 
clothing. 

“I  would  love  to  see  the  idea  take  off  and  become 
a  mainstay  event,”  she  said.  “[But]  it  will  depend  on 
the  interest  of  alumni  and  students.” 

She  would  also  like  to  host  a  golf  etiquette  outing. 

“This  was  done  when  I  was  at  Purdue  University, 
in  an  Advanced  Selling  course,”  she  said.  To  explain 
such  a  program’s  usefulness,  she  cited  her  own  job 
experience.  “At  my  first  job  in  sales,  I  had  never  played 
golf  before,  and  that’s  all  my  clients  wanted  to  do.”  She 
added,  “This  outing  could  be  a  fun  day  demonstrating 
proper  golf  etiquette,  and  could  [show  students]  how 
to  utilize  the  golf  course  effectively  in  business,  so, 
when  entertaining  clients,  students  won’t  embarrass 
themselves  or  their  companies.” 

Robertson  encouraged  feedback  from  alumni 
about  these  events,  and  is  receptive  to  any  other  ideas 
they  might  have. 

For  alumni  who  have  yet  to  participate  in  career- 
related  events  on  campus,  Robertson  has  created  a 
new,  convenient  on-line  database.  Called  PumaTrack 
(powered  by  MonsterTrack  -  www.monsterjobs.com), 
this  network  system  is  designed  to  allow  students  to 
contact  alumni  with  questions  about  their  job  history 
and  current  place  of  employment. 

“It’s  a  chance  to  get  alumni  logged  into  the 
system  and  fill  out  information  about  themselves,” 
Robertson  said. 

Gellert  agrees  with  Robertson  that  networking  and 
making  contacts,  especially  with  alumni,  can  prove  to 
be  the  most  important  thing  a  student  can  do. 

“So  many  students,  including  myself,  considered 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  for  higher  education  because  we 
had  a  family  member  or  other  acquaintance  who  had 
attended  the  College,”  she  said.  “[Alumni]  are  invalu¬ 
able  resources  to  the  College  .  .  .  CareerFest  has  already 
led  to  one  recent  graduate’s  hiring  with  the  Senate! 

That  is  how  recruitment  happens  .  .  .  and  alumni  are  in 
the  position  to  provide  that  ‘foot  in  the  door’  for  SJC 
students.”

It  is  difficult  for  a  small  campus  to  host  visual  and 
performance  arts  events  on  campus  on  a  regular  basis. 
Due  to  the  initiative  and  interest  of  a  number  of 
individuals  and  campus  organizations,  however,  SJC 
has  seen  a  number  of  arts  events  hosted  on  campus 
this  year.  In  October,  nationally  renowned  “slam  poet” 
Kirk  Nugent  performed  his  poetry  about  black  history 
and  life  experiences  for  approximately  100  students.  In 
November,  steelworkers  from  Gary  visited  SJC  to  read 
selections  from  their  book  of  short  stories  and  poems 
The  Heat:  Steehvorker  Lives  &  Legends.  The  Jae 
Sinnett  Trio,  an  east  coast  jazz  trio,  made  a  stop  at  the 
SJC  campus  in  January  to  play  a  number  traditional  and 
progressive  jazz  tunes.  Also  in  January,  the  Columbian 
Players  presented  Nicholas  Rudall's  translation  of 
Sophocles’  classic  tragedy,  Antigone.  Art  professor 
Bonnie  Zimmer  and  history  professor  Susan  Chattin  co¬ 
hosted  an  African  art  exhibit  in  February  for  Black 
History  Month.  Throughout  the  year  the  SJC  band, 
jazz  band,  and  chorus  have  performed  a  number  of 
times,  and  Measure ,  the  SJC  literary  magazine,  has  held 
a  number  of  successful  literary  readings  this  year. 
Finally,  the  ninth  annual  Regional  School  Art  Exhibi¬ 
tion,  sponsored  by  the  Prairie  Arts  Council,  and 
featuring  the  work  of  Jasper  and  Newton  county 
elementary,  middle,  and  high  school  students,  is  again 
being  hosted  at  SJC  throughout  February,  March,  and 
April.

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New  Programs 
for  2003-04 

As  the  academic  year  winds  down,  preparations  are 
being  made  for  next  year,  which  will  see  the  addition  of  a 
couple  of  new  programs. 

"Transition  to  Teaching"  Program 

As  of  July  1,  the  Education  Department  will  begin 
accepting  applicants  into  the  new  “Transition  to 
Teaching"  program. 

Recently  mandated  by  the  state  of  Indiana  for  all 
colleges  and  universities,  the  program  is  ideal  for 
individuals  who  wish  to  enter  the  field  of  education  and 
who  hold  a  bachelor’s  degree,  but  do  not  possess  a 
teaching  certificate. 

“This  program  is  for  people  who  are  really  moti¬ 
vated  to  join  the  teaching  profession,”  commented 
Jennifer  Barce,  Assistant  Professor  of  education  at  SJC. 
“It’s  a  more  convenient  option  for  obtaining  a  teaching 
license.” 

Those  enrolled  in  the  program  will  have  the  option 
of  pursuing  a  24  credit-hour  certificate  in  elementary 
level  teaching  (grades  kindergarten  through  six),  or  an  18 
credit-hour  certificate  in  secondary  teaching  (grades 
seven  through  12).  In  both  cases,  the  amount  of 
required  credit  hours  can  increase  or  decrease  depending 
on  previous  coursework  and  professional  experience. 

Utilizing  courses  already  offered  at  SJC,  the 
program  will  include  classes  about  such  topics  as 
teaching  methods  and  curriculum  preparation.  Both 
certificates  will  require  one  semester  of  student  teaching 
and  passing  scores  on  all  state-mandated  tests. 

Eligible  applicants  hold  a  bachelor’s  degree  and 
have  some  work  experience  in  the  field  they  desire  to 
teach.  The  faculty  members  in  the  Education  Department 
will  evaluate  all  applications. 

Barce  believes  the  “Transition  to  Teaching” 
program  will  have  a  positive  effect  on  the  College. 

“It’s  been  successful  with  other  schools  in  the 
past,"  she  said,  adding  that  the  Education  Department 
“looks  forward  to  receiving  people  with  such  diverse 
backgrounds  into  the  program;  those  people  will  bring  a 
lot  into  our  classrooms.”

The  36- 
credit  hour  major  will  feature  a  wide  range  of  studio 
courses.  Existing  classes,  such  as  “Drawing,”  “Paint¬ 
ing,”  and  “Ceramics,”  will  be  joined  by  new  courses, 
such  as  “Glass,”  which  will  provide  students  with  an 
opportunity  to  learn  stained  glass  techniques  and  work 
with  hot  glass  in  a  kiln. 

Another  major  option  is  a  50-credit  art  education 
group  major,  which  provides  students  with  a  strong 
foundation  in  art,  art  history,  and  art  education. 

Bonnie  Zimmer,  Associate  Professor  in  art  and 
education  and  a  faculty  member  at  SJC  since  1980,  is 
excited  to  see  the  College’s  art  program  take  such  a 
progressive  step. 

“With  SJC  being  a  liberal  arts  College,  a  visual  art 
major  is  especially  important  to  complete  our  curricu¬ 
lum,”  commented  Zimmer.  “I’m  so  thrilled  to  have  this 
long-term  goal  come  to  fruition,  and  I’m  really  looking 
forward  to  the  challenge  of  building  this  program.”

Father  James  Challancin:Where  Is  He  Now? 


Fr.  James  Challancin 
served  as  Chaplain  of  Saint 
Joseph  s  College  from  June 
of  1995  to  August  of  2000. 
He  has  this  update  for  the 
readers  of  Contact: 

I  am  in  my  second  year 
as  pastor  of  St.  Joseph’s 
Parish  in  the  little  town  of 
Ishpeming  in  the  Upper 
Peninsula  of  Michigan,  my 
home  diocese.  The  parish  is 
about  450  families,  a  medium  size  parish  for  the  Upper 
Peninsula.  I  find  it  ideal,  as  I  have  been  able  to  get  to 
know  most  of  the  people  -  and  a  lot  of  them  by  name. 

People  live  a  long  time  in  Ishpeming.  A  good  share 
of  the  parish  is  well  into  their  80’s.  But  we  have  young 
people  too.  So  [I]  spend  a  lot  of  time  going  to  sporting 
events:  basketball,  swimming,  and  volleyball  this  time  of 
year.  It  is  a  way  to  let  the  young  people  know  you  care, 
that  they  belong  to  the  parish. 

Our  major  industry  is  mining.  We  have  two  large 
mines  employing  nearly  a  1,000  people  each.  With  the 
recession,  one  of  them  is  closed.  It  makes  it  economically 
hard  for  the  community. 

I  have  also  been  able  to  continue  some  teaching.  I 
am  one  of  the  presenters  in  our  diocesan  adult  education 
program,  Hearts  on  Fire.  Two  or  three  evenings  a  month, 


I  travel  out  to  parishes  to  present  various  talks  about  our 
faith.  I  recently  traveled  to  Big  Rapids  to  do  a  day-long 
workshop  on  the  Constitution  on  the  Sacred  Liturgy.  The 
Diocese  of  Lafayette  has  also  inquired  whether  I  could 
do  a  workshop/retreat  on  the  way  we  celebrate  Mass. 

Now  that  I  no  longer  have  summer  school  duties,  I 
am  able  to  pursue  a  longtime  hobby  of  mine,  the  circus. 
The  last  two  summers,  I  have  been  able  to  spend  a 
month  traveling  with  the  Carson  and  Barnes  Circus. 

They  have  often  visited  Rensselaer,  but  never  when  I 
was  with  them.  I  am  a  “roustabout,”  helping  to  push  up 
the  tent  in  the  morning  and  tear  it  down  at  night.  [I]  have 
learned  a  little  Spanish,  so  that  I  can  visit  with  the  crew. 
They  are  mostly  from  Mexico  and  Peru,  South  America. 

I  miss  SJC.  When  the  end  of  February  gets  here 
and  the  baseball  season  opens,  1  get  especially  nostal¬ 
gic.  I  also  miss  the  Campus  Ministry  and  the  C.PP.S. 
community.  Then  there  is  Noll  Hall  and  the  craziness  of 
Friday  nights.  Yes  I  miss  it,  although  getting  a  good 
night’s  sleep  is  nice  too.

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Missionaries  Forming  Missionaries 

The  C.PP.S.  and  Academics  at  Saint  Joseph's  College 


The  mission  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College  affirms  that  the 
College  faculty  and  staff  work  “to  form  graduates  who  .  .  . 
embody  Gospel  values  in  their  personal  lives  and 
professional  careers."  Instrumental  in  leading  this 
endeavor  are  the  on-campus  members  of  the  Missionar¬ 
ies  of  the  Precious  Blood  (C.PP.S.),  a  community  of 
Priests  and  Brothers  who  are  committed  to  making  an 
impact  on  the  world  by  influencing  college  students-the 
very  people  who  go  on  to  assume  positions  of  influence 
in  society.  In  this  respect,  the  C.PP.S.  see  themselves  as 
“Missionaries  forming  missionaries.” 

In  this  interview  with  Fr.  Timothy  McFarland,  C.PP.S.  ‘78, 

Coordinator  of  the  Core  Program  (pictured  on  the 
cover),  the  staff  of  Contact  asked  McFarland  to  talk 
about  this  impact  on  academics. 

Contact:  What  is  the  mission  of  the  C.PP.S.  and  how 
does  that  mission  complement  Saint  Joseph’s  College? 

McFarland:  The  C.PP.S.  was  formed,  in  part,  for  the 
renewal  of  the  Church.  This  fits  in  here  through  educa¬ 
tion.  .  .  .  [As  there  are  less  clergy,]  there  is  more  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  laity.  We,  therefore,  encourage  students  to 
be  mindful  of  their  ideals  in  their  day  to  day  life.  At  the 
College,  we  have  the  chance  to  impact  a  lot  of  different 
people.  Here,  we’re  influencing  future  leaders  in  society, 
who  will  impact  many  more  people  in  the  future. 

[The  C.PP.S.  also  complement  the  Core  Program,  be¬ 
cause]  the  whole  notion  of  the  academic  community, 
bringing  disciplines  together,  makes  sense  to  the 
members  of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Precious  Blood. 
Because  we  do  not  take  vows,  but  are  bound  together  by 
a  bond  of  charity,  we  are  always  working  together  to 
create  a  sense  of  community.  We  tend  to  see  connec¬ 
tions. 

Contact:  Has  the  role  of  the  C.PP.S.  on  campus  changed 
over  the  years? 


McFarland:  In  terms  of  numbers  we  have  changed  over 
the  years.  There  are  currently  4  of  us  teaching  full  time. 
Seventeen  years  ago,  there  were  1 8-20.  When  I  was  a 
student  here,  there  were  30.  You  just  don’t  find  the 
numbers  anymore. 

Contact:  What  are  the  challenges  you  face  on  campus? 

McFarland:  Again,  numbers.  Because  there  are  fewer 
and  fewer  of  us,  we  have  to  be  deliberate  about  what  we 
do  to  make  an  impact  on  campus.  It  doesn’t  just  happen 
by  osmosis  anymore.  We  have  to  be  deliberate  in  our 
thinking  about  what  we  can  do. 

Contact:  How  does  the  presence  of  the  C.PP.S.  commu¬ 
nity  on  campus  further  the  College  mission  and  influence 
academics? 

McFarland:  [The  College]  mission  statement  speaks  of  a 
“united  endeavor  of  intelligence  and  faith."  We  help 
make  those  connections.  We  try  to  instill  in  students  the 
notion  that  faith  can  be  connected  with  the  various  parts 
of  their  lives,  and  that  faith  fits  into  decision-making. 

And  we  hope  that  the  values  we  try  to  instill  here  get 
lived  out  in  people’s  lives. 

Much  of  our  impact  is  felt  in  the  Core  program.  Because 
of  the  interdisciplinary  nature  of  the  curriculum  and  the 
program’s  active  engagement  of  a  student’s  value 
system,  it  is  through  Core  that  we  try  to  transform 
students’  ideals.  We  encourage  students  to  see  that 
what  people  do  in  the  world,  the  decisions  they  make  for 
their  jobs  and  in  their  daily  life,  is  not  separate  from 
building  up  the  kingdom  of  God.  ‘it

Father  Lawrence  Heiman 


Father  Lawrence  Heiman,  C.PP.S.,  ‘40,  who 

celebrated  58  years  of  teaching  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
on  January  4,  remembers  accepting  his  first  teaching 
assignment.  The  year  was  1944,  and  he  had  just  returned 
from  St.  Charles  Seminary  in  Carthagena,  Ohio,  where,  in 
addition  to  pursuing  seminary  studies,  he  had  directed 
the  choir  and  orchestra. 

“I  didn’t  know  what  I  would  teach,"  he  recalled.  “The 
Dean  just  pointed  and  said,  ‘you  do  this,  and  you  do 
this.’  You  did  what  you  were  told." 

In  Fr.  Heiman’s  case,  he  was  told  to  teach  Latin  and 
Greek.  When  Fr.  Paul  Speckbaugh,  professor  of  English 
and  Dramatics,  unexpectedly  passed  away  one  year  later, 
Fr.  Heiman  was  relieved  of  his  foreign  language  classes 
and  was  asked  to  step  in  and  become  both  Dramatics 
Director  and  Music  Instructor. 

To  better  prepare  himself  for  his  new  positions,  Fr. 
Heiman  spent  several  summers  at  the  Catholic  University 
of  America  in  Washington  and  earned  a  Master’s  Degree 
in  Speech  and  Dramatics,  with  minors  in  Music  and 
English. 

“I  had  to  study  Speech  and  Drama  because  I  didn’t 
know  that  much  about  it,”  he  explained. 

In  addition  to  teaching  classes,  Fr.  Heiman  also 
directed  theatrical  productions,  choir,  band,  and  the  glee 
club.  Highlights  of  his  work  with  the  glee  club  included 
a  half-time  show  for  the  Chicago  Bears  and  two  special 
performances  in  collaboration  with  the  glee  club  of 
Alvemo  College  in  Milwaukee:  Handel’s  Messiah  in 
Chicago’s  Orchestra  Hall  and  Peloquin’s  Te  Deum  in  the 
Diamond  Jubilee  Concert  for  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  It 
wasn’t  until  1957  that  Fr.  Heiman  was  given  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  study  in  Rome,  where  he  attended  the  Pontifical 
Institute  of  Sacred  Music  and  received  the  Licentiate  and 
Master's  Degree  in  Gregorian  Chant. 

“Until  Vatican  II,  Gregorian  Chant  was  the  big  thing 
in  church  music,"  Fr.  Heiman  said. 

In  1968,  he  once  again  interrupted  his  teaching  career 
and  returned  to  Rome  to  pursue  a  Doctorate  in  Sacred 


Music,  which  he  received  in  1970. 

“I'm  one  of  a  very  small  number  in  this  country  with  a 
doctorate  degree  from  the  Pontifical  Institute,"  he  said. 

Music  has  continued  to  play  a  major  role  in  Fr. 
Heiman’s  life.  Over  the  years,  he  has  held  a  variety  of 
offices  at  the  diocesan,  state,  and  national  levels,  and  is 
a  founding  father  of  the  National  Association  of  Pastoral 
Musicians,  the  Church  Music  Association  of  America, 
and  the  Composers  Forum  for  Catholic  Music.  In  1960, 
he  founded  the  Rensselaer  Program  of  Church  Music 
and  Liturgy,  which  he  directed  for  35  summers.  In  1998, 
Fr.  Heiman  began  the  Gregorian  Chant  Institute,  a  one- 
week  program  which  takes  place  before  the  College's 
summer  session.  Last  summer's  Institute  attracted  37 
students. 

“Both  the  Rensselaer  Program  and  the  Gregorian 
Chant  Institute  have  been  very  successful,  and  have 
drawn  students  from  the  United  States  and  foreign 
countries,"  he  said.  “The  faculty  of  specialists  come 
from  across  the  country.” 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Institute,  Fr.  Heiman 
still  teaches  History  of  Art  (which  he  introduced  to  the 
College  curriculum  in  1956)  and  music  courses  at  the 
College.  After  teaching  for  almost  60  years,  he  continues 
to  leave  a  profound  impact  on  his  students. 

“His  face  lights  up  when  he  talks  about  [Gregorian 
Chant],  and  he  is  so  passionate  when  he  teaches,”  said 
Institute  veteran  Ary  Nelson  ‘02.  “But  the  most  amazing 
thing  for  me  concerns  his  hands.  When  he  conducts 
chant,  his  hands  are  beautiful,  so  expressive,  so  fdled 
with  prayer.” 

When  asked  about  retirement  plans,  Fr.  Heiman 
smiled. 

“I  haven't  quit  teaching  -  yet,"  he  laughed.  “Maybe  I 
will  soon,  before  I  get  too  old."

Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  (GLVC)  commis¬ 
sioner  Jim  Naumovich  has  announced  that  former 
SJC  Director  of  Athletics  and  GLVC  commissioner 
emeritus  Richard  F.  Scharf  ‘38  has  been  selected  as  a 
charter  member  of  the  GLVC  Hall  of  Fame.  The  induction 
ceremony  to  the  GLVC  Hall  of  Fame  will  take  place  at  the 
GLVC  Spring  Awards  Banquet,  held  in  Nashville,  Indiana, 
on  May  28,  2002. 

The  other  three  charter  members  are  Corey  Crowder 
from  Kentucky  Wesleyan  College,  and  Jim  Spalding  and 
Lois  Taurman  from  Bellarmine  University. 

Scharf,  who  was  one  of  the  founding  fathers  of  the 
GLVC,  called  the  nomination  a  “great  honor.” 

“Jim  Spalding  spearheaded  the  start  of  the  GLVC,” 
noted  Scharf.  “We  each  had  about  three  to  four  schools 
that  we  were  looking  at  to  get  the  conference  started.  Jim 
talked  with  Bellarmine,  Indiana  State-Evansville  (now  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Southern  Indiana),  Kentucky  Wesleyan,  and 
Wright  State,  while  I  chatted  with  Indiana  Central  (now 
University  of  Indianapolis),  Ashland  and  Saint  Joseph’s 
College.” 

“This  was  something  I  wanted  to  get  started,  espe¬ 
cially  with  the  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  breaking  up 
with  Evansville,  Butler  and  Valparaiso  moving  up  to  NCAA 
Division  I.  After  having  SJC,  Bellarmine,  USI,  Indianapolis 
and  Ashland  all  made  commitments,  we  formed  the  GLVC 
on  July  7,  1978.” 

Over  the  next  twenty  years,  seven  other  schools 
joined  the  organization:  Lewis  University  (1980),  Indiana- 
Purdue  Fort  Wayne  (1984),  Northern  Kentucky  (1985),  Ken¬ 
tucky  State  University  (1989),  Quincy  University  (1994), 
SIU  Edwardsville  (1994),  University  of  Wisconsin-Parkside 
(1994)  and  Missouri-St.  Louis  (1995).  Ashland  and  Ken¬ 
tucky  State  left  the  conference  after  the  1994  season  while 
Indiana-Purdue  Fort  Wayne  left  after  the  2001  season. 

“We  started  the  conference  to  be  a  basketball  confer¬ 
ence,  and  now  it  has  developed  well  into  the  15  other  sports 
that  it  sponsors,”  said  Scharf.  “It  became  the  best  Divi¬ 
sion  II  conference  in  the  country  for  basketball.” 

Scharf  was  inducted  into  the  SJC  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 
in  1969  as  a  charter  member.  In  1966,  he  was  named  a 
Fellow  and  in  1965  he  received  the  Alumni  Merit  Award. 
He  was  awarded  the  Alumni  Service  Award  and  the  Varsity 
Club  Merit  Award. 

After  he  earned  his  Master’s  degree,  Scharf  served 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  for  42  years.  During  that  time,  he 
was  Athletic  Director  from  1961  to  1982,  Chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Physical  Education  from  1956  to  1981,  and 
was  an  instructor  in  bookkeeping,  accounting  and  physi¬ 
cal  education.  The  Rensselaer  native  also  coached  foot¬ 
ball,  basketball  and  baseball  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College. 


Scharf 


While  a  coach, 

Scharf  guided  the  Pumas 
to  a  basketball  conference 
championship  and  re¬ 
ceived  Coach  of  the  Year 
honors  in  1953. 

During  his  time  as  an  SJC  administrator,  Scharf  held 
many  positions  with  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  As¬ 
sociation  (NCAA),  including  Division  II  Great  Lakes  Re¬ 
gional  Basketball  Chairman  (1972-77),  Division  II  National 
Basketball  Chairman  (1976-77),  Division  II  Baseball  Selec¬ 
tion  Committee  (1974-79),  and  Division  II  Baseball  Mid¬ 
west  Chairman  (1975-79). 

From  1982  to  1992,  Scharf  was  the  GLVC  Commis¬ 
sioner  and  is  now  the  GLVC  Commissioner  Emeritus. 

To  honor  all  of  these  these  achievements,  the  Alumni 
Fieldhouse  was  renamed  the  Richard  F.  Scharf  Alumni 
Fieldhouse  during  the  1993-94  season. 

Scharf  and  his  late  wife,  Kay,  have  three  children: 
Richard,  Stephen  ‘69,  and  Maureen  (Jungblut),  eleven 
grandchildren,  and  one  great-grandchild. 


ANNIVERSARY  OF  SCHARF  FIELDHOUSE 

Saturday,  December  8,  2001,  was  the  60th  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Richard  F.  Scharf  Alumni  Fieldhouse. 

That  night,  at  halftime  of  the  men’s  basketball  game 
against  the  Hawks  of  Quincy  University,  a  ceremony  rec¬ 
ognizing  the  60th  Anniversary  of  the  Richard  F.  Scharf 
Alumni  Fieldhouse  took  place. 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  dedicated  its  fieldhouse  on 
December  8,  1941,  the  day  after  the  Japanese  bombed  Pearl 
Harbor.  At  that  time,  it  was  named  Alumni  Fieldhouse. 

In  the  dedicatory  game  of  1941,  the  Pumas  defeated 
Illinois  Wesleyan  40-32.  Preceding  the  tip-off,  dedication 
ceremonies  featured  talks  by  Father  Aloys  Dirksen,  SJC 
president;  Bishop  John  Noll  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Diocese; 
Conrad  Klenner,  mayor  of  Rensselaer;  Henry  Hipskind, 
president  of  the  Alumni  Association;  and  Father  Edward 
Roof,  a  member  of  the  SJC  athletic  board. 

On  February  19,  1994,  SJC  renamed  the  Alumni 
Fieldhouse  the  Richard  F.  Scharf  Alumni  Fieldhouse  in 
honor  of  Richard  F.  Scharf  ‘38.  Presiding  over  the  renam¬ 
ing  ceremony  was  Keith  Freeman,  Director  of  Athletics 
and  Head  Women’s  Basketball  Coach.  Joining  Freeman 
were  Scharf  and  his  children,  Richard,  Stephen  ‘69  and 
Maureen  (Jungblut).- 

Both  the  Puma  men  and  women  were  successful  in 
those  1994  dedicatory  games,  defeating  Northern  Kentucky 
by  83-74  in  the  men’s  game,  and  72-67  in  the  women’s  game.  #

Saint  Joseph’s  College 
alumni  Neil  Brown  ‘82  and 
Jennifer  Voreis  ‘81  have  been 
named  members  of  the  Indiana 
Basketball  Hall  of  Fame  Silver 
Anniversary  Team.  They  will 
both  be  honored  on  March  20, 
2002,  at  the  Indiana  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame’s  annual 
banquet  at  the  Primo’s  Banquet  Hall  in  Indianapolis.  For 
ticket  information,  please  call  765-529-1891. 

Brown  attended  Huntington  North  High  School  in 
Huntington,  Indiana,  where  he  graduated  from  in  1977. 

As  a  member  of  Huntington  North’s  basketball  team. 
Brown  averaged  21.7  points  and  7.2  rebounds  per  game 
his  senior  season. 

During  his  career  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  Brown 
scored  1,391  points  and  is  currently  ninth  on  the  Pumas' 
all-time  career  scoring  list. 

During  his  freshman  and  sophomore  seasons  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College,  the  Pumas  had  back-to-back 
winning  seasons  with  19-8  and  20-10  records.  He  played 
under  Coach  George  Waggoner  and  was  a  two-time 
member  of  the  All-Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  (GLVC) 
second  team.  In  the  1978-79  season  (Brown’s  sopho¬ 
more  season),  the  Pumas  were  GLVC  Champions  and 
advanced  to  the  NCAA  Division  II  Elite  Eight  Men's 
Basketball  Championships  by  capturing  the  Regional 
Title.  In  the  Regional  championship  game,  the  Pumas 
defeated  Wright  State  University  73-68.  In  the  Elite 
Eight,  SJC  lost  to  Bridgeport  92-82.  Brown  will  be 
inducted  into  the  SJC  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  April,  2002. 

Currently  Brown  is  working  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
as  National  Credit  Manager  of  Fort  Wayne  Pools,  Inc. 

Voreis  will  be  a  part  of  the  Indiana  Basketball  Hall  of 
Fame’s  First  Silver  Anniversary  Team  which  includes  19 
charter  members.  Voreis  attended  North  Judson-San 
Pierre  High  School  in  North  Judson,  Indiana,  where  she 
graduated  from  in  1977.  During  her  career  at  North 
Judson-San  Pierre,  she  was  an  Indiana  All-Star  and  the 
Blue  Jays  compiled  a  53-12  record.  Voreis  broke  many 
basketball  records  at  her  alma  mater. 

While  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  Voreis  averaged 
15.7  points  per  game  and  was  the  Most  Valuable  Player 
for  three  years.  She  is  currently  eighth  on  the  Pumas’  all- 
time  scoring  list  ( 1 ,444),  fourth  on  the  all-time  rebounding 
list  (758),  ninth  in  assists  (307)  and  fourth  in  steals  (239). 
Voreis  was  a  two-time  Academic  All-American  and  was 
inducted  into  the  SJC  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1986. 

Voreis  is  currently  working  as  the  Manager  of 


Sports  and  Special  Facilities  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis 
Department  of  Park  and  Recreation. 

Brown  and  Voreis  are  now  eligible  as  candidates  for 
induction  into  the  Indiana  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame  in 
future  years.
